progress cannot prevent the sys- 
‘tem from entering into crisis and 


disaster, with all that that means 
in the way of misery and desola- 
tion for the American people. 

It is sufficient merely to sur- 
vey the most prominent fea- 
tures of the present economic 
conditions in order to realize 
that: 

1. Further business develop- 
ment is restricted by the nar- 
row limits of the domestic 
market, that is, by the people’s 
lack of ability to buy what 
they need and want. 

2. Unless these limits are ex- 
panded the present stock de- 
cline may prove to be the 
starting point of a new Crisis. 
3. Only the masses of the Am- 
erican péople may effect this 
necessary expansion.

‘ual elements of the general crisis 
of capitalism. The people may 
inot recognize its uniqueness 
when expressed in these terms. 
But if you should say that ap- 
proximately fen million workers 
| are still unemployed, that hardly 
lany big industry has found it 
necessary to expand plant capac- 
‘ity in order to produce more 
\than the market will clear, that 
the effects of the 
depreciation of the dollar are 
still visible—in these terms it is 
readily understood what is meant 
‘by residual elements of the gen- 
leral crisis of capitalism. 

These are the principal factors 
that have limited the extent of 
‘recovery. Add to them (1) the 
intensive rationalization and au- 
itomatization of industry during 
the climb out of depression, 
which had the effect of produc- 
‘ing new unemployment and pre- 
venting re-employment through 
a heightening of the productivity 
of labor; (2) the spread of price- 
| fixing by the big monopolies; and 
'(3) the tardy revival of foreign 


‘trade resulting from the war 
‘drive of fascist states with its 
‘ensuing disorganization of the 


world market. The first two fac- 
‘tors are the usual basis on which 
mature new crises during every 
capitalist period of recovery; the 
ithird factor is peculiar to the 
post-war development of cap- 
italism. 

The People vs. Reaction 

Handicapped from the very 
beginning by these limitations 
on the expansion of production, 
it appeared that the United 
States would never drag itself 
up from the great depression. 
But the people took things over. 
They sent the new deal into 
office. They organized struggles 
for jobs and wages. And by 
means of the progressive legis- 
lation and the victories won 
through labor struggles, the peo- 
ple slowly exanded the limits of 
the market, making it possible 
for big industry to gather mom- 
entum and a start to recovery. 

No sooner than this began 
happening, however, the mono- 
polists and trusts began a drive 
for higher profits. They attacked 
the New Deal. They cut wages 
and broke strikes. They organ- 
ized vigilante gangs and hired 
thugs to kill men and women 
who wanted nothing more than 
the standard of living promised 
by all that America stood for. 
You know the arguments these 
reactionaries used to justify their 
crimes: costs are too high, taxes

Detroit Election and 
Unity of Labor 


“4 FL MAN Elected Detroit Mayor.” 

4 So read the headlines in California's 
papers last Wednesday. Presuming total ig- 
norance on the part of their readers, the 
papers tries to palm off the Detroit election as 
a contest between the American Federation 
of Labor and the Committee for Industrial 
Organization. 

But all the headlines proved was that dis- 
tortion of simple facts is still the stock in 
trade of these papers. 

Actually, the election in Detroit was a con- 
test between the traditional open-shop auto- 
mobile magnates and the rising forces of 
labor. 

Richard Reading, the mayor-elect, was an 
open-shopper who had been under fire of the 
American Federation of Labor for operating 
a scab print shop and using a union label 
under false pretenses. 

Even Frank X. Martel, president of the 
Detroit Federation of Labor, who endorsed 
Reading and blessed him with the AFL 
label, had this to say of him before the pri- 
maries: 

‘Now, Reading used to be a member of 
my union but he has been a member of the 
cruise committee of the Board of Commerce 
too long to permit us to endorse him for 
Mayor. If Reading is elected, the Board of 
Commerce will move in here and swing the 
show.” 

What sort of AFL Mayor is this? This 
was no contest between one section of organ- 
ized labor against another. It was a battle 
between labor and the open-shoppers in 
which the open shop agents in the ranks ot 
labor stuck a knife in labor's back and aided 
in its defeat. 

That is what happened. There was no vic- 
tory for the members of the AFL, there was 
only a bitter lesson that they must drive the 
agents of the bosses out of their ranks and 
move more quickly towards unity with the 
CIO on the basis of industrial unionism and 
aggressive action by labor in the political

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ROLE OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY 


IN THE VICTORY OF SOCIALISM

When on that bleak Novem- 
ber day in 1917, the workers of 
Russia under the leadership of 
the Bolshevik Party seized state 
power, people all over the world 
gasped, “Who are these Bolshe- 
viks? Who is this man Lenin?” 
_ And some of them are gasp- 
ing to this very day. They per- 
sist in mispronouncing Lenin’s 
name, calling him Lenyne, or 
Lenine or anything but simply— 
LENIN. They still can’t compre- 
hend how this comparatively 
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small band of 50,000 Bolsheviks 
could assert their leadership over 
the destinies of a nation of 
160,000,000 people. 

And their amazement has 
grown with the years. For not 
only did the Bolsheviks seize 
power, but without any state’ ad- 
ministrative experience, they 
were able to establish a com 
pletely new type of government 
which worked. Without any ‘‘mii- 
itarists” in their ranks they were 
able to organize a completely 
new type of army which fought 
on more than a half dozen fronts 
and defeated the combined arm- 
ies of intervention of the allies 
and the White Guard bandits. 
Without any “industrialists” in 
their ranks, they were able to 
reorganize industry and achieve 
a greater degree of industrial 
progress in their twenty years 
of leadership than has ever been 
achieved by any country in the 
world in twice that span of time. 
Without any “diplomats” in their 
ranks, they were able to pursue 
such | a brilliant, policy ||in | the 
foreign sphere as to command 
the respect of even their ene- 
mies 


Different Kind of Party 

What sort of party is this that 
performs such miracles? Which 
by its very existence has proven 
Stalin’s contention that there are 
no difficulties which Bolsheviks 
can’t overcome? 

Evidently its leaders are right 
in saying that it is “a party of a 
aifferent kind’ which attracts 
and trains ‘people of a special 
mold.” It cannot be thought of 
in the same sense as one thinks 
of the Democratic or Republican 
or even the Socialist Party in 
our country. It is a special type 
of party because it came into 
the world to perform a special 
type of. mission—to lead the 
working people to victory over 
the capitalists, to the seizure of 
the state and the industries, and 
from there to Socialism when 
poverty and ignorance shall be 
abolished, when all, through the 
common ownership and opera- 
tion of industry, will work for 
the benefit of all. 

Some people have pictured the 
Bolsheviks as bearded conspira 
tors, who whisper in dark cor- 
ners and hatch deep-laid plots. 
This picture is as false as it is 
malicious. The great historic 
task the Bolsheviks set them- 
selves coula not be accomplish- 
ed in a dark corner, it could not 
be realized through a ‘“conspir- 
acy.” Nor can the achieve- 
ments of the Bolsheviks, the 
seizure of power, victory in the 
Civil War, reorganization of 1n- 
dustry, be attributed to a deep- 
laid plot. 

The Bolsheviks could achieve 
their aims only because they 
won and retained the genuine 
support and confidence of the 
mass of people. Such support 
and confidence can be won only 
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ple get to know you and your 
program; they can be built only 
on the basis of such intimate 
knowledge. 


Honest and Thoughtful 

The Bolshevik leaders always 
bore this in mind. Lenin said 
that the Bolshevik Party could 
not have held power for two and 
a half months “without the full- 
est and unreserved support ren- 
dered it by the whole mass of 
the working class, and that is, by 
all those belonging to this class 
who think, who are honest, self- 
sacrificing, influential and cap- 
able of leading and attracting 
the backward masses.” 

Only last May, Stalin, report- 
ing to the party’s Central Com- 
miitee, warned: 

“Contacts with the masses, 
the strengthening of these con- 
tacts, readiness to listen to the 
voice of the masses—in this 
lie the strength and impreg- 
nability of Bolshevik leader- 
ship.” 

Thus, the first key to the suc- 
cess of the Bolsheviks is that 
they ever remained close to the 
working people, never forget 
their interests, never betrayed 
their confidence. Is there any- 
thing in common between such 
a Party and the party pictured 
by Hearst which conspires in the 
aark for individual violence and 
terror? 


Party of Fighters 

The Bolshevik party is a fight- 
ing party. Bcfore the revolution 
it faced the most ruthless perse- 
cution by the Czar and his po- 
lice. Its leaders were hounded, 
jailed and’ murdered. To live 
and fight it had to be disciplined. 
Its tasks were so great, the dif- 
ficulties so enormous that with- 
out the most iron sor. of disci- 
pline it could not have survived, 
much less succeeded. It forged 
such a discipline. 

The Bolshevik party is a lead- 
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ing perty,,a party which gives 
leadership. In order to lead 
others along any path, you must 
first of all be certain of that 
path yourself. If the Bolsheviks 
could not make up their minds 
which road to follow, how could 
they lead the masses. along any 
road at all? Thus, another re- 
quirement for a Bolshevik party 
is unity—unity of will and pur- 
pose. 

Of course, differences cropped 
up but the way unity was main- 
tained was through a discussion 
of these differences and arrival 
at a decision; once the decision 
was arrived at, through the will 
of the majority, the minority 
had to submit to the decision 
and the whole party had to pull 
together to carry it through. 

If the minority persisted in 
disobeying the rule of the ma- 
jority, there was no alternative 
but to throw it out. Unity had 
to be maintained for if the party 
were not united, it could never 
have hoped to unite the working 
class. 

Correct Policy 

A party that could win and 
retain the confidence of the mass 
of people, that could maintain 
an iron discipline and unity of 
will, must have been composed 
of exceptional people. It at- 
tracted into its ranks the best 
sons of the Russian working 
class and other sections of the 
people. As Stalin said, it em- 
bodied “the experience of the 
finest stalwarts, their revolution- 
ary spirit, their unbounded de- 
votion to the cause of the pro- 
letariat.” 

Finally, it never could have 
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ments, it could not have succeed- 
ed unless it were guided by a 
correct policy and program. It 
had such a policy and program 
based on the teachings of some 
of the greatest minds mankind 
has produced — Marx, Engels, 
Lenin and Stalin. To achieve 
more than has ever been achiev- 
ed by any other party, it had to 
be possessed of a greater wis- 
dom and a greater knowledge. 
The Bolsheviks had the highest 
regard for knowlédge, believed 
that “knowledge is power.” 

The knowledge of the Bol- 
sheviks is summarized in a SCci- 
entific system of thought 
known as Marxism-Leninism, 
a system whose triumph is the 
construction of Socialism in 
the Soviet Union, a system that 
has stood the test of working 
class struggle the world over, 
a system without the use of 
which the workers can never 
hope to emancipate themselves. 

Those were ‘he chief features 
which enablea the Bolshevik 
party to succeed. 

“By educating the workers’ 
party,’ Lenin wrote, “Marxism 
educates the vanguard of the 
proletariat, taus fitting it to 
seize power and to lead the whole 
people towards socialism, to car- 
ry on and to organize the new 
order, to become the teacher, the 
guide, the leader of all who la- 
hor and are exploited—their 
teacher, guide and leader in the 
work of organizing their social 
life without the bourgeoisie and 
against the bourgeoisie.” 


U.S. Party Is Native 

Bearing all this in mind, there 
is no reason at all to be amazed 
at the success of the Bolsheviks. 
Nor should there be any surprise 
at the fact that the advanced 
workers in all countries sought 
to learn from the Bolsheviks and 
fashion parties patterned after 
their model. In the United 
States, as well, they formed the 
Communist Party. 

But, some say in malice and 
others in isnorance, that it is 
@ Russian importation. There 
are no tariffs or customs laws 
governing ideas. Would any one 
aGream of howling at an engin- 
eer because he uses a system of 
mathematics which originated in 
Greece and Egypt and was per 
fected in France and England? 
Is there any objection to the fact 
that America leads the world in 
the use of wireless, although that 
was invented by an Italian? 

The Russian Bolsheviks have 
contributed a great store of 
knowledge to the workers of the 
world in their fight against the 
capitalists. in their fight for So- 
cialism. The American Commu- 
nists have assimilated that know- 
ledge and are applying it, bear- 
ing .in mind the special condi- 
tions in America, the special 
needs of the American working 
class. The strength of the Com- 
munists lies in the fact that they 
are the sons of the American 
working people, maintaining a 
close contact with the masses, 
having at the same time as their 
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suide the accumulated experience 
of the workers the world over. 
Just as in Russia, only the 
Bolshevik Party was able to lead 
the masses to emancipation, so 
in America that leadership ‘will 
be given by the Communist 
Party for it, too,.is guided by 
the wisdom of Marx and Lenin 
and Stalin. That party must be 
built if the workers are to fight 
effectively. The first thing you,
